Railroad executives are confident 
that the men will accept th<e cuts, 
realizing that they are w arranted by 
present conditions. 
They will be 
afraid to refuse to accept some re­ 
ductions because of the large num­ 
ber of unemployed workers, In the 
opinion of the railroad managers. 
May Appeal To Board 
Each road will deal with its own 
men separately. 
In case the men 
do not accept the reductions, appeal 
will be taken to the railroad labor 
board for relief. 
The board has re­ 
fused to act in sim ilar cases previ­ 
ously because the railroads and the 
men have made no effort to get to­ 
gether.

controversy by officials of the clubs. 
Understand State Needs 
“The supervisors understand the 
needs of the state, and the desires 
of the people, and they are convinced 
that the California highway commis­ 
sion 
has 
adequately 
interpreted 
these needs and desires. It is the 
People’s money*that is being expend­ 
ed in the construction of the state 
system, and the wishes of the people 
must be considered and obeyed if 
we are to hope for the complete cul­ 
mination of our ideals for a perfected 
and complete system of highways in 
California. 
“In a 
statem ent 
published 
last 
Sunday, President C. S. Forderer of 
j the Northern club says: 
“ ‘Our engineers found 47.7 per 
cent of California’s roads in poor con­ 
dition and 39.3 in only fair condition.’ 
‘Assertion Assured’ 
“From this statem ent we gather 
that Forderer is claiming that only 
the rem aining 13 per cent of state 
highways ar good. Any autoist who 
goes anywhere in any part of Cali­ 
fornia knows th at this assertion is 
absurd. N. D. Darlington last June, 
speaking for the commission, in a 
public address said: 
“ ‘We have no reason to regret 
the type of road chosen. California 
pioneered in concrete rohds, but I 
believe that 90 per cent or the high­ 
ways are in substantially as good 
condition for all practical purposes 
as they were the day they were laid.’ 
And by ‘practical purposes’ Darling­ 
ton had in mind the commission’s 
method of incorporating the original 
slab in a wTider, thicker pavement. 
“Darlington's estimation is borne 
out by the survey of 
the 
United 
States bureau of public roads on the 
California state system, which finds 
all but about 12.5 per cent of our 
highways in good condition, instead 
of all but 13 per cent ‘poor or only 
in fair condition,’ as represented by 
Forderer. 
Charge 
Reiterated 
“In the la tte r’s 
statem ent 
the 
charge is reiterated that millions of 
federal aid funds will be lost to Cal­ 
ifornia unless the highway commis­ 
sion accepts the recommendations of 
the auto clubs. The commission in a 
public statem ent has declared this 
claim to he groundless. The claim 
that the federal bureau has served 
notice ‘that it will require six and 
eight inch roads in the future* is 
without any foundation in fact. The 
federal bureau is not seeking to dic­ 
tate the road policy of the Califor­ 
nia highway commission. 
“Both automobile clubs now an­ 
nounce their opposition to a tax on 
gasoline as advocated by the commis­ 
sion for the four purposes of com- 
.pleting the original system and lat­ 
erals, for reconstructing oil macadam 
highways taken over from counties 
for building through impoverished 
m unicipalities and for widening uYul 
thickening existing trunk highways 
where poor subsoil and intensive 
traffic have made such Improvement 
im perative.” 
No Allotment 
The commission has shown that 
the $40,000,000 bond issue budget 
contains no allotm ent for this work, 
and the present maintenance funds 
cannot be spared from general main­ 
tenance for this special work in a 
degree sufficient to meet the needs 
in any adequate measure. 
“The report of the auto clubs ad­ 
mits that the greatest single factor 
in what deterioration has occurred 
in state highway pavement has been 
occasioned largely by impact of heav­ 
ily laden motor trucks, but both clubs 
positively refuse to endorse or sup­ 
port a gasoline tax. This tax would 
fall heaviest on those who use the 
highway most, and would assess, 
back against those who are taking 
the life out of our highways, the 
greatest burden for their improve­ 
ment and protection. 
“In other words, it would collect 
from those, who are making a wider 
and thicker highway necessary on 
truck lines, the cost of this addition­ 
al construction. Against the ordi­ 
nary pleasure auto vehicle the tax 
would be so nominal that ’most any 
car owner would willingly pay it. A 
fair average mileage per year for the 
ordinary car would be 10,000 miles. 
Only $10 Annually 
“This would mean an additional 
expense 
of 
$10 
annually, which 
would go into a fund for making j 
more highways, and making those 
we have better. But the auto clubs 
refuse to endorse this fair tax, which 
is in effect in Oregon: which is be­ 
ing advocated in Arizona, and which 
the United States treasury depart­ 
ment has recomipended for imposi­ 
tion by the federal government. If 
California refuses to effect this tax 
for the support of its roads, the fed­ 
eral governm ent may occupy the field 
for general purposes, and our op­ 
portunity will be lost. 
“It seems to the commission that 
the general taxpayer 
is 
meeting 
enough of the expense of state high­ 
ways in paying for $73,000,000 state 
highway bonds, and interest. The 
motorist who uses for pleasure or 
profits the highways provided by 
all the people, ought to provide the 
funds necessary for reconstruction 
and improvement, which the traffic 
carried on them by these autoists 
has made imperative. 
Boosts Gasoline Tax 
’The commission believes that the 
legislature will see the justice of 
the gasoline tax, 
which 
the 
auto 
clubs oppose in m istaken loyalty to 
the few against the many, but ad­ 
mitting tor the force of argument 
that it should fail, where are the 
funds to come from to do this work 
that no one, not even the auto clubs,

shows that many of the accidents 
were brought about by playi care-j 
lessness or foolhardiness on the part j 
of the drivers themselves. And, what 
is worse, this carelessness is increas­ 
ing apparently, 
for in *he first six i 
months of 1920 there were 1302 mo-| 
torists killed at grade crossings as! 
atrainst 1232 in all of 1919. 
Ghastly figures, are they not? Andi 
don’t they make you, Mr. Car Owner, 
stop, look and listen and ask your-J 
self if you yourself are duly cautious | 
when you cross railroad tracks? 
Really, it is up to you to do your 
part in stopping this slaughter by 
playing safe. 
Reports show the 
great majority of these accidents oc­ 
cur at unprotected crossings 
over 
double track railroads, 
where one 
train may prevent motorists from 
observing 
the approach of another 
train, or where railroad tracks are 
obscured 
by 
embankments, 
build­ 
ings, trees or shrubbery. 
Of course- the only way such acc!, 
dents can he prevented is to elimin­ 
ate all gradp crossings, but that is 
an impossibility. 
Already the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad has spent $66,000,- 
000 in grade crossing elimination—a 
mere drop in the bucket, for it 
would cost 1600,000.000 to wipe out 
the remaining 
13,000 crossings 
of 
this one railroad alone. 
So the onus of the whole affair 
rests on the shoulders of ihe mo­ 
torist himself- 
If he will eliminate 
“chance” from his vocabulary it will 
solve the problem, for if motorists 
used common sense at grade cross­ 
ings this appalling list of fatalities 
would be reduced to a minimum. 
After all, a minute saved by tak­ 
ing a chance at a railroad crossing 
does not pay interest on the saving.

Dragging brakes can also be caused 
by bent brake bands so that brake 
lining touches the drum at a single 
point. 
Another kind of dragging is 
that in which the brakes are adjusted 
too tightly, so tight, in fact, that they 
are working all the time. 
In operat­ 
ing a car with brakes dargging con­ 
tinually 
there will be a noticeable 
lack of 
power and speed while the 
rear axle will heat constantly. 
All that is needed to rem edy these 
troubles is a little adjustment. 
For 
the new man, however, it is a nice 
little trick to adjust a pair of brakes 
so that they will take hold the in­ 
stant his foot touches

Folowing is a general sum m ary of 
the report of the bureau of public 
roads of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture upon its recent 
study of the California highway sy s­ 
tem : 
Estim ating an annual travel 
of 
400,000,000 vehicle-miles a year on 
the state highway system and a re­ 
turn of 
at least $20,000,000 in 1920 
from the $42,000,000 that California 
has invested in its roads, the 
bu­ 
reau of public roads of the 
United 
States departm ent of agriculture has 
made public its report on the state 
highway system of California. 
The 
report 
says that 
there is a very 
large annual revenue to the 
com­ 
munity from 
the state 
highways 
The total of this revenue has prob­ 
ably paid for all construction costs 
to date and would have been corre­ 
spondingly decreased with less mile­ 
age. 
Comprehensive Study 
The report is declared by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture to be “the 
m ost 
com prehensive 
study of re­ 
sults obtained through the develop­ 
ment of a state highway system that 
has yet been undertaken.’’ It 
in­ 
cludes a study of both the engineer­ 
ing and economic 
aspects of 
the 
state highway system , in all 1263 
m iles of state highways were classi­ 
fied. and a record was made of the 
condition of all concrete pavem ent 
for each 1-10 of a mile of such pave­ 
ment. 
Seventy-live hundred photographs 
were taken: 638 cores were drilled 
on the pavement at intervals on 800 
railes of the highway between Red 
Bluff and San Diego; 
soil 
mixture 
and subgrade conditions were stud­ 
ied; a state-wide traffic census was 
taken at 103 stations; intensive spe­ 
cial studies were made. The whole 
is incorporated in a report which, 
when printed, will equal more than 
500 pages. 
Tells Conclusions 
The views of the departm ent of 
I 


I public roads relative to the Califor 
nia highway system are epitomized 
■ ■ 
n a final chapter of the report en- 
— titled “ Conclusions”—“ The work of 
_ |t h e state highway com m ission and 
of the state highway engineer shows 
a continuous and intelligent 
devo­ 
tion to public duty. Their construc­ 
tion operations have been widely ex­ 
tended under greatly varying condi­ 
tions. 
A 
high degree of 
standard­ 
ization was doubtless necessary and 
is evident. The failures (12.5 
per 
I cent) cf D, E and F pavem ents are 
not<* extensive and some were 
un­ 
avoidable on large scale work. The 
14-inch by 15-foot concrete pavement 
wag continued beyond the point 
of 
I success on adverse soils, and more 
time will be needed to develop 
a 
type of construction certain of suc­ 
cess on such soils. 
Large Mileage 
“ The operations have produced a 
large m ileage of 
very 
serviceable 
roads and from an economic stand­ 
point are 
conspicuously successful 
I and of continuing benefit to 
the 
(state. The operating income from 
.the highways 
is now 
sufficiently 
[large to insure the economic suc- 
I cess of 
a considerably 
increased 
[standard of construction.” 
In transm itting the report, Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture M eredith 
say s: 
‘I trust this study may prove 
of 
service to 
the 
California highway 
departm ent and the people of Cali­ 
fornia in continuing their program 
| of 
highway 
developm ent, 
upon 
which such 
splendid advancem ent 
has already been m ade.” 
Thom as H. MacDonald, chief 
of 
! the bureau of public roads, m akes 
the following statem ent relative 
to 
i general adm inistration 
of highway 
m atters in California: 
'Scrupuously Honest’ 
“ The financial adm inistration has 
been scrupuously honest and care­ 
ful, and the adm inistration and en­ 
gineering costs have not been 
ex­ 
cessive, nor have final costs much 
exceeded the 
engineer’s estim ates. 
There should be no hesitation in 
going forward with confidence.” 
The report 
states that according 
to the 1920 
census figures, at pres­

sue. The figures further show that

Attention is also called in the re­ 
port to

The mileage rem aining to 
be built is far in excess of the ca- 
ipacty of the third bond issue aud 
jof available federal aid. 
The order of 
selection and con­

largely 
controlled 
by 
j necessary policy. 
The defeired serial type of high­ 
w a y bond adopted is good, but the 
longest term s of every issue, 44-45 
years, are very excessive, and the 
; long term s will demand needless in- 
I terest. 
Urge Traffic Census 
The 
highway com m ission should 
undertake traffic 
census at 
inter- 
| vain. 
A sum equal to the total net mo­ 
tor vehicle fees at. the present aver­ 
age rate will probably alw ays be re­ 
q u ired for the absolute m aintenance 
and im provem ent of state highways 
as construction of 
the 5560 
miles 
progresses. 
The concrete itself is not general­ 
l y defective in strength, nor does it

C lasses A to C, inclusive, are for 
practical purposes at present equal­ 
ly serviceable to traffic. C lass D sel­ 
dom presents bad travel conditions. 
C lass E includes 
some 
pavem ent 
which is rough to travel, and C lass 
F 
in 
several 
instances 
presents 
pavem ent very difficult to travel. 
C lasses D to F include 12.5 per 
cent of the m ileage reported upon. 
It is interesting to note in this con­ 
nection that it was the contention 
of the state 
highway 
com m ission 
“that 90 per cent of the 
highw ays 
are for all practical purposes in sub­ 
stantially as good condition a s they 
were the day they were laid.” 
The report states: “ The concrete 
itself is shown by the tests of the 
sam ple cores to be uniformly good. 
Its weight per cubic foot and ab­ 
sorption is practically constant, and j 
the amount of coarse aggregate also. I 
The crushing strength averages well I 
above 3000 pounds 
to 
the 
square 
inch.” 
Impairment Causes 
The 
cau ses 
of 
im pairm ent are 
listed by the bureau of public roads 
as largely due to adverse soils in the 
subgrade, notably adobe and 
clay, 
and to the injurious effect of alk ali I 
upon concrete pavement. 
The question of whether an “ ulti­ 
m ate” road should have been built 
in C alifornia as prim ary construc­ 
tion without regard to the m ileage 
secured is discussed ai length.

this connection the report say s: 
That the thin, narrow pavem ent 
a n d close grading enabled the rapid 
extension.^ of very serviceable m iles

Cites Bond Issues
